Lizzie Finney, and three years to 
Mrs* Florence Turpin, by a jury 
Saturday afternoon at 5 o'clock in 
the Madison circuit court came 
after considerable direct tcsti 
many upon the part of Mrs. Sarah 
Finney. mother-in-law of Mrs. 
Lizzy Finney. 

The verdict which was agreed 
upon after some time in deliberat- 
ing upon the part of the jury, 
-♦•< tm d a surprise to the defend- 
ants. Mrs. Lizzy Finney who ad- 
mitted she had been given virtu- 
ally giveu more than $15,000 by 
the cider Mrs. Finney, after the 
latter had disposed of a farm, 
claimed she was saving the money 
for the benefit of her children 
On cross examination, she stated 
she had $5,000 in a "safe place," in 
Akron, her present home, but 
could not give the address of the 
person who is said to have it in 
trust. She admitted having spent 
considerable owing to the high 
cost of living. 

Mrs. Finney, chief witness for 
the commonwealth, reiterated hei 

former story to the effect that she 
had been coerced into disposing of 
her farm and dividing the money 
with her daughtrr-in_law. in or- 
der to evade a senastiona] c^urt 
procedure which was threatened 
against her and Mrs. Lizzy Fin- 
ney, which, the latter declared, 
might terminate in l>oth being 
sent to prison. 

A notice of appeal and motion 
for new trial was given by the 
attorney-, for the defendants. 

Fending decision as to bond or 
new trial, the women were com- 
mitted to jail.

Fighting against the almost Insur- 
mountable obstacle of lack of medi- 
cine, supplies and food, American Red 
Cross physicians have sought to stop 
he spread of the disease. Hospitals 
itw overcrowded, for a long period of 
< onvalescence Is required for those 
who recover. 

The extraordinarily cold weather of 
the Austrian winter contributed large- 
ly to the prevalence of the epidemic 
among children. Without food and 
clothing, and In a generally weakened 
physical condition, they 
cumb to the disease.

Advocate Graded Schools and Co- 
ition — What Kentucky 
t At Present

The Teachers' Association of Madi- 
son county met in, regular session at 
1:30 o'clock Saturday, with County 
Superintendent. Edwards presiding:. 
Miss Hope Hubbard,, of Kingston, led 
the singing,, and Prof. M. T. Freeman, 
cf Berea, led in -prayer. 

About 50 teachers were in attend- 
ance when the association was called^, 
to order. Profs. J. W. Ireland, of 
Frankfort; McHenry Rhoades of Tjex- 
ington, and J. Virgil Chapman, of 
Frankfort, were present. 

Prof. Elder, leader of the, meeting; 
introducted Prof, Ireland, the first 
speaker. Mr Ireland laid stress upon 
the fact that all school teachers 
should attend thee meetings, because 
of the great obligation they owe to 
' the schools of Kentucky. 

Mr. Ireland then sang with the 
teachers, "Our Roy Will Shine To- 
night." 

"There are three classes of individ- 
j ual.s" he said, "that Christ met whotr. 
j we have with us» today — those who 
i are eager to leara, those who are in- 
I different to all the opportunities and 
possibilities in life, and those who do 
I not want to come to school at all (the 
; antagonistic. ) 

Mr. Elder next introduced Prof. 
McHenry* Rhoades, of the Education 
i Department of the University of Ken- 
tucky, who spoke briefly on "The Re- 
lation of the High School to the Com- 
mon School of This State." He spoke 
of the idea of work being done in a 
! way which will not qnly be profitable 
j but pleasurable. "Teachers are em 
j ployed to give the community infor- 
: mation of value and skiM in the use 
: of v this information. Teachers must 
j be trained to do what society de- 
mands. Theory must be accomplish- 
j ed by a vast amount of practice," etc. 

Prof J. Virgil Chapman, state ru- 
ral ' school inspector, spoke along the 
| lino of rural school problems. Prof. 
I Chapman said in part: "The rural 
I problem is the most serious domestic 
I problem that we have in this country, 
j We have it in a very important and 
I peculiar way in Kentucky. In the 
j first place, the constant nation-wide 
! drift of our people to the cities makes 
the production of the country serious. 
The best solution for this problem 
is to establish a real Twentieth cen- 
tury country school out in the coun- 
try. You, as. teachers, must create, n 
sentiment out there in favor of a 
larger school. More consolidated 
schools have been built, more local 
taxes voted in Kentucky for school 
purposes during the past two years 
than ever before in any ten-year per- 
iod previous."

Hon. John C. Chenault: You ami 
your committee will find herewith my 
three reasons why we should as a na- 
tion become a memher of the League 
of Nations (and at once) recently 
agreed to when the disturbance that 
shook the entire "world had ceased for 
a time, that men might think. 

1. In the year of 1918, during the 
month of July, I wrote a letter to the 
<lear mothers of America in regard 
to their sons whom they had sent 
abroad, and for what if not to protect 
them from any immediate, danger, but 
they sent them to prevent future ag- 
gression by a monarch nation, with 
a league of honorable and peaceful 
nations, which your sons fought, hied 
and, nay, some of them died, for they 
will not have died in vain. 

2. With a League of Nations you 
will reduce the appropriations for ar- 
maments that will he required by an 
independent nation 90 per cent, and 
one* of those loved ones whose body; 
now rests in Flanders fields; but 
whose soul is in Heaven is worth more 
than all the. armaments that have 
been appropriated in the last fifty 
years. 

8. The sentiment of the men of 
the American forces in Europe was 
that they were fighting for a cause 
that was to crash militarism forever, 
and to make right the master of 
might, the soldiers of America di<« 
not suffer for America alone, hut for 
all the nations Who wished to make 
this a peaceful world; we fought with 
France, England, Belgium and Italy 
that we might have world peace, and 
if we whipped the greatest military 
menace together that the world has 
ever known, we should form and be 
a part of a league of Nations already 
in existence to perpetuate the. cause 
for which we fought, and I believe I 
speak for those who paid the supreme 
price.
